Per our conversation, here is 
documentation of the planters based on a current walkthrough. 


Some are in areas with businesses that are not enhanced by their presence. For 
example (as stated), they are actively damaged by the businesses who push 
them around with delivery trucks to make room for loading, or throw in birdseed 
so they are damaged by pigeons. Others are just in an area of low pedestrian 
traffic (even pre-Covid) so they are stolen or misused. Ones that do well are ones 
surrounding local restaurants like Juanitas Cafe or Il Caffe where the patrons dine 
in the street. It might be worth reinstating in some areas as retail and al fresco 
develops.

As I have explained many times, but HCBID territory is located not only in 
proximity to Skid Row, but part of our district IS Skid Row, which extends all the 
way to the East side of Spring Street. Thanks to a legal settlement with the City of 
Los Angeles, and other pending litigation, as well as the City's position that it is 
allowing encampments to "shelter in place," the tents remain. The HCBID, 
although it has a contract with the city and permission to operate clean and safe 
programs, we do not have authority. Please understand this. I cannot emphasize it 
enough. We do not replace city services, we do not have authority above city 
services. And if other districts do not have the same issue we do, I assure you it is 
because they do not have the same proximity to literally the epicenter of 
homelessness and drug activity in the nation. Under COVID there is a zero bail 
initiative which means every drug dealing can go without jail time. 


I stand behind our personnel, who work extremely hard with a thankless job. 
Many of them are trying to reenter the workforce after homelessness, themselves. 
I see them working hard each day, and it's very frustrating to have them take the 
blame for policies and litigation over which they have no control. Please continue 
to contact the city, which has far more authority over the issues at hand than we 
do. In the meantime, we will continue to augment services for the endless stream 
of needs our district has each day.

| just noticed this on the Council Special Meeting at 10:15 am today. (20-1376). 


We would like the Councilman to expand the ban on homeless camps near city shelters from 500 
feet to include the homeless camps in the A Bridge Home Catchment areas. 


Little Tokyo is within the Civic Center - A Bridge Home catchment area located in the Civic Center 
Mall, which came into effect August 27, 2020. Since that date, a large homeless encampment 
appeared on the Toriumi Plaza at First Street and Aiso, on City owned property. This encampment 
is outside the Little Tokyo BID area, Since it appeared, there has been an overdose in the portable 
toilet, two businesses have had windows broken by rocks thrown from the encampment, with 
rocks scattered on the sidewalks and street. There is a concern for residents living in the SROs, 
on the eastside of Aiso Street, especially a blind woman and a 97 year old women. The homeless 
living in the tents are parking their cars in Little Tokyo. (One car had someone locked in the trunk.) 
Along with suspected illegal business at the site. 


We have other concerns about this location, but | feel it is important to include the A Bridge Home 
“catchment area" in this legislation. Little Tokyo has other homeless sleeping in our community, 
but not with tents up 24/7. 


Hopefully we will not have to come at the last minute. We are looking forward to discussing all the 
Little Tokyo concerns when Nate is able to reschedule our meeting.
